"Should Missouri Democrats 
through the state committee se­ 
lection process ask me to with­ 
draw from the treasurer's race 
because they believe I am the 
person best able to unify and 
represent the viewpoints of our 
great and diverse party in the 
senatorial campaign, I would 
willingly and happily do so,” 
Spainhower told reporters here 
Saturday afternoon. 
He spoke at a news confer 
ence called to give details of 


the Missouri Democratic Exec­ 
utive 
Committee 
meeting, 
which was held to set a date 
for die state committee session. 
It will be at (hat meeting that a 
nominee will he chosen to suc­ 
ceed Litton, who hanfUly won 
the party’s primary last Tues­ 
day over farmer Gov. Warren 
E. Hearoee and U.S. Hop. 
James Symington. 


Symington has withdrawn his 
name from among those being 
considered to run against Re­ 
publican Atty. Gen. John C. 
Danforth, who nearly wen die 
Senate race agsinst Sen. Stuart 
Symington six years ago. 
Hearaes* supporters contend 
he should get the party nod, 
since he finished second to Lit­ 
ton, who collected an awesome 
45 per cent of the vote to 
Hearaes’ 27 per cent and Sym­ 
ington's 25 per cent 
No sooner had Spainhower 
made public his availability, 
than St. Louis License Collector 
Benjamin Goins, a member of 
the executive committee, told 


reporters that the former Mis­ 
souri governor should be the 
party nomineee “if the demo­ 
cratic system is to prevail.” 
"To deny Warren Hearaes an 
opportunity to run as die 
Democratic candidate would 
completely destroy the Demo­ 
cratic party in this state,” 
Goins said. 
Spainhower said he would not 
solicit

would he authorize anyone to 
do so in his behalf by con­ 
tacting the committee mem­ 
bers. 
- He only said that through hia 
public announcement, he was 
letting die committee members 
know that he would run if 
drafted by the committee. 
"I urge the state committee 
to exercise extreme care in se-^ 
lecting a canidkte who brings 
with him or her no additional 
handicaps,” said Spainhower, 
who was renominated for a sec­ 
ond treasurer’s term without 
opposition Tuesday. If elected, 
Spainhower would have to re­ 


sign as the party’s nomineee 
for treasurer, and die state 
committee would again have to 
select another statewide candi­ 
date replacing him. 
While more than 380,000 per­ 
sons casting ballots in the 
Democratic U.S. Senate pri­ 
mary chose Litton to carry the 
party banner, the decision on 
who will be his successor rests 
in the hands of 31 of the 60 
members of the state com­ 
mittee. 
A simple majority will be 
needed to name the nominee, 
but getting that majority won't 
be so simple. 
Although Hearaes, who was 
Missouri’s governor for eight 
years and secretary of state for 
four before that, has support 
among many members of the 
committee, there are those who 
say a fresh face like Spainho- 
wer’s might be needed. Also 
being mentioned are t).S. Rep.

U.S. women falter as 
Russians win dual meet 


COLLEGE PARK, Md. (AP) 
— Ludmila Bragina set a world 
record and the Soviet Union 
women’s relay team set anoth­ 
er Saturday as the United 
States, with one of its poorest 
women’s performances in his­ 
tory, lost a dual track and field 
meet to the i oviets. 
The Soviet squad captured 
the cumulative men’s and wom­ 
en’s scoring, 211-157, although 
the U.S. men outscored their 
counterparts 115-107. 
Miss Bragina led an awesome 
women’s assault by capturing 
the 3,000-meter run in a blazing 
8 minutes, 27.1 seconds for a 
world record. 
The Soviet women’s mile re­ 
lay team was clocked in 3:29.1 
to smash the previous world 
marie of 3:30.3 set by West Ger­ 
many last year. 
In 13 of the 14 women’s 
events, Soviet athletes placed 1- 
2. The only breakthrough came 
when Olympic silver medalist 
Kathy McMillan of Raeford, 
N.C., finished second in the 
long jump to Lidiya Alfeyeva. 
The 
American 
women’s 
squad, which could have scored 
40 points just by showing up, 
wound up with 42. The women’s 
team was weakened when at 
least a dozen Olympic team 
members, who were apparently 
homesick, did not show up for 
this two-day, rain-punctuated 
meet at the University of Mary­ 
land. 
America’s men, however, out- 
scored the soviet men for the 
10th time in 14 meetings dating 
back to 1958 when .the series 
started. 
American women have won 
just once. 
The Soviet union leads in the 
over-all series 11-2-1 with the 
tie coming in 1971. 
Edwin Moses of Atlanta and 
Mike Shine of Youngsville, Pa., 


repeated their 1-2 finish in the 
Olympic 400-meter hurdles and 
Olympic gold medal winner 
Mac Wilkins of San Jose, Calif., 
won the discus for the top 
men’s performances. 
Moses, whose world record of 
47.64 won the Olympic title, 
clocked 
48.55 
and 
Wilkins 
tossed 217-2, 15 feet short of his 
own world record. Both marks 
were meet records. 
Miss Bragina, the 1972 Olym­ 
pic 1,500 meter champion, fin­ 
ished only fifth in that event in 
the Olympics at Montreal and 
was considered over the hill. 
But her amazing performance 
through misty rain was one of 
nine records set by Soviet wom­ 
en during the two days. 
The 33-year-old Miss Bragina 
wiped out the previous world 
mark of 8:45.4 set two months 
ago by Grete Waitz of Norway. 
The Soviet men, who trailed 
59-46 after the first day, actual­ 
ly closed the gap Saturday 
when Alexander Barishnikov 
won the shot put at 69-43-4 and 
Viktor Anohin and Vladimir Po- 
nomarevran finished 1-2 in the 
men’s 800 to score upsets. 
Embarrassment was added to 
injury when the third best So­ 
viet woman 800-meter runner, 
Tatyana Providokhina, won the 
event in 1:57.0, the fastest time 
ever run on American soil. 
There was consolation for 
Madeline 
Manning 
Jackson, 
whose third-place 1:57.9 bet­ 
tered her own American record 
of 1:59.8. 
Rain again spoiled high-jump- 
er Dwight Stones’ hopes when 
the world record holder failed 
to clear 7-5 and wound up last. 
Stones placed only third dur­ 
ing an Olympic rainstorm, and 
although he said he would nev­ 
er again jump in the rain he 
gave it a try Saturday and 
managed 7-2. His second at-

A mile relay rather than the

Fred 
Newhouse and 
Maxie 
Parks won in 3:02.6 as poor 
baton passes probably ruined 
record chances. 
Indicative of the women’s 
plight was their mile relay. A 
U.S. quartet of Debra Sapen- 
ter, Sheila Ingram, Pam Giles 
and Rosalyn Bryant captured a 
silver medal behind East Ger­ 
many in Montreal. But Satur­ 
day, with Giles and Bryant not 
running, the U.S. team finished 
4.7 seconds behind the Soviets. 
Still, the combined defeat 
was not as humiliating as last 
year’s 225-138 Soviet victory in 
Kiev. 
The victory helped the Soviet 
women maintain their complete 
dom inance 
over A m erican 
women. The Soviet women had a 
53-40 lead after Friday’s com­ 
petition. 
Finishing second in the 3,000 
was Raisa Katyukova of the 
Soviet Union in 8:41.8, and third 
was Francie Larrieu of Long 
Beach, Calif., in 8:54.9. 
Miss Larrieu’s time was an 
American record, bettering the 
8:57.2 set by Jan Merrill of 
Waterford, Conn., in winning the 
national AAU title this year. 
American men got a boost in 
the javelin earlier on the rainy 
day when Anthony Hall of New 
York City upset USSR’s former 
world record holder Janis Lusis 
with a throw of 268 feet, 2 inches. 
Lusis threw 267-3. 
The 3,000 - meter race will be 
part of the women’s Olympic 
program in 1980 at Moscow.

Deer regulations 
are explained 


' JEFFERSON CITY - The 
Conservation Commission has 
liberalized its regulations in four 
of 
the 
state’s 
12 
deer 
management zones to favor 
landowners. 
Units 5, 6, 9 and 12 will have 
quotas on any- deer permits 
during the November 13-21 
firearms deer season. Bucks 
will be legal for all hunters but 
hunters with special permits 
may take deer of either sex any 
day of the season. 
In previous seasons, farmers 
could take deer of either sex in a 
quota unit but only on the land 
where they resided. 
“Because some farmers don’t 
live on land they operate, but 
provide deer habitat,” says 
Mike Milonski, Wildlife Division 
chief 
for 
the 
Conservation 
Department, “the Commission 
decided that any- deer permits 
should go to Missouri lan­ 
downers who don’t exactly meet 
the usual requirements. 
“So, in the four quota units, 
any 
one 
Missouri 
resident 
owning a single tract of 80 acres 
or more, and one additional 
member 
of 
his 
immediate 
household can write the Con­ 
servation Department, en­ 
closing a copy of the real 
property tax receipt, and get an 
any-deer permit to hunt on the 
land described 
in 
the tax 
receipt.” 
These landowners must have 
the 
regular 
firearms 
deer 
hunting 
permit. 
Farmers 
hunting on the land where they 
live do not need a deer hunting 
permit, but must tag any deer 
taken with a home- made tag 
giving their name and address 
and date of kill and all deer must 


be checked at a check station. 
In another move, the Com­ 
mission acted to stop abuses of 
the quota applications. “Quite a 
few people applied for any - deer 
permits in the quota units 
without intending to use them or 
applied for members of their 
family who didn’t intend to 
hunt,” Milonski says. 
“So this year, all applicants 
must buy a firearms deer 
hunting 
permit 
($7.90) 
before they apply. They must 
include the serial number of the 
permit on the application. ” 
The quotas are 2,500 permits 
for Unit 5 ; 1,700 permits for Unit

Where and what did they eat 
during the convention stay? 
Which hotel did they stay at? 
Did they visit any hospitality 
suites for a beer, a cocktail, a 
sandwich? 
How high did their fever 
rise? 
And did they get a headache, 
chills and cough? 
The sleuths also, just as care­ 
fully, contacted hundreds of le­ 
gionnaires who didn’t become 
ill. They asked exactly the 
same questions to find out why 
and how they were spared. 
“We want to know what oc­

Jimmy Carter, he’s working for 
Jimmy Carter as far as I’m 
concerned, and he should be 
paid tor it....

Restructure of home 
mortgages is needed 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 
There is an urgent need for leg­ 
islation that would restructure 
traditional mortgages to make 
home ownership a port of the 
American dream again, accord­ 
ing to testimony before a Sen­ 
ate panel. 
At a hearing on the new 
mortgage concept Wednesday, 
a 
Senate 
subcommittee on 
housing and urban affairs was 
told that the mortgage proposal 
could help millions of Ameri­ 
cans now priced out of the 
housing market to buy their 
own homes. 
Hie panel was told the plan, 
contained in a bill sponsored by 
Sen. Edward M. Brooke, R- 
Mass., could nearly double the 
number of citizens who own 
their own homes. 
Basically, the bill would al­ 
low mortgages to be arranged 
so that monthly payments in­ 
crease over the life of the home 
loan. This would allow a family 
to make higher mortgage pay­ 
ments years after the initial 
purchase as family income in­ 
creased with inflation. 
For example, under a tradi­ 
tional 25-year, $30,000 mortgage 
at 8.5 per cent interest, the 
homeowner would pay $2,899 
per year, not counting such 
items as insurance and taxes, 
for the life of the loan. 
Under the Brooke formula, 
the 
homeowner’s 
payment 
would start at $2,149 per year 
and increase to $5,143 in the 
25th year. 
Kenneth T. Rosen, a Prince­ 
ton University economist testi­ 
fying for the measure, said in­ 
flation pushing up family in­ 
come would make it possible to 
meet the higher payments in 
later years o f the mortgage. 
But in the crucial first year of 
the mortgage, the initial month­ 
ly payment would be reduced 
by nearly 25 per cent. 
“This will substantially in­ 
crease the home ownership 
market, 
bringing 
it 
within 
reach of the nearly 60 per cent 
of all American families as 
contrasted with only one-third

Mass., could nearly double the 
number of citizens who own 
their own homes 
Basically, the bill would al­ 
low mortgages to be arranged 
so that monthly payments in­ 
crease over the life of the home 
loan This would allow a family 
to make higher mortgage pay­ 
ments years after the initial 
purchase as family income in­ 
creased with inflation 
For example, under a tradi­ 
tional 25-year, $30,000 mortgage 
at 85 per cent interest, the 
homeowner would pay $2,899 
per year, not counting such 
items as insurance and taxes, 
for the life of the loan 
Under the Brooke formula,

would start at $2,149 per year 
and increase to $5,143 in the 
25th year.

National Citizens Committee for 
Broadcasting 
has 
issued 
a 
survey of violence on TV. The 
committee, headed by Nicholas 
Johnson, 
the former FCC 
Com m issioner, 
m onitored 
television for six weeks and 
came to the conclusion the most 
violent shows they saw were 
S.W.A..T., The Rookies, Sara, 
Tie ABC Sunday Movie, The 
Cl j Friday Movie, The Rock­ 
ford Files, Starsky and Hutch, 
McMillian-Columbo, 
NBC 
Saturday Night Movie and Joe 
Forrester. How they missed 
Kojak, Hawaii Five-0 and The 
Streets of San Francisco I’ll 
never know. 
But they came up with another 
interesting bit of research. 
Using the definition of TV 
violence modeled on a system 
devised by Dr. George Gerbner 
of the University of Penn­ 
sylvania they discovered the 
most frequent sponsors of this 
type of show were Colgate- 
Palmolive 
products, 
Gillette 
hair products, Breck shampoo, 
Ford Motor Co., Johnson and 
Johnson, American Motors and 
Lysol. 
It seems to me that those of us 
who enjoy violence on television 
should thank the people who 
make it all possible. 
Too often we sit back in our 
chairs after seeing a girl raped 
or a policeman shot down in cold 
blood on TV and fail to say I 
think I’ll write the sponsor of 
that show a letter and tell him 
how much it pleased me. After 
all sponsors people, and when 
they bring us blood and gore 
they want to know how much the 
audience appreciated it 
Since I know you’re all busy 
people I have typed up some 
form letters that you can clip ut 
and send to a few of the com­ 
panies who make all these 
violence-prone shows possible. 
“ P re s id e n t, 
C olgate- 
Palmolive: 
“Dear Sir, 
“I just wanted to tell you how 
much our entire family enjoyed 
the program you sponsored the 
other night where the man was 
buried in sand and the villian 
poured honey on his head so the 
ants would eat him. We also 
enjoyed the film the other night 
which showed this psychopathic 
killer who got his jollies from 
Mowing up people's cars. My son 
Fred duplicated the bomb the 
killer made with stuff he found 
in our kitchen. Not only are the 
shows you sponsor exciting but 
they are also educational, and 
we assure you as long as you 
stick with violence we’ll stick 
with Colgate toothpaste."

WE’RE BEING DUPED 
AGAIN 
This newspaper has for years 
advocated campaign 
reform 
with emphasis on the need to 
control the amount of funds 
expended for the election of 
candidates. 
We had believed that the 1974 
Federal Campaign Reform Act 
was at least a partial step in the 
right direction by the Supreme 
Court recently struck down 
important provisions of the 
measure, opening the doors 
again for a return to the old 
practices. 
The ruling gives the wealthy 
candidate a constitutional right 
to buy an election by spending 
unlimited amounts from his 
own pocket, while others must 
raise funds under the applicable 
contribution limits. 
The court’s 
decision also 
permits contributors to spend 
unlimited amounts on behalf of 
specific candidates as long as 
they do not coordinate such 
expenditures 
with 
the can­ 
didates’ own campaign com­ 
mittees. 
The Supreme Court’s rejec­ 
tion 
of 
limitations 
on 
ex­ 
penditures by candidates and 
independent 
individuals 
and 
groups has magnified the 
inequities that exist under the 


law between classes of can­ 
didates. On the one hand, 
wealthy candidates or can­ 
didates having the support of 
well-organized, 
well-financed 
political action groups, such as 
the AFL-CIO’s Committee on 
Political Education, can now 
spend unlimited sums in the 
promotion of their candidates. 
On the other hand, candidates 
without private means or 
without support of such groups 
are limited to contributions that 
may not exceed $1,000 from 
individuals 
or 
$5,000 
from 
political action committees. In 
practice, 
this has provided 
enormous handicaps in raising 
the kind of seed money that is 
especially important in laun­ 
ching the campaign of a can­ 
didate 
who 
is 
relatively 
unknown. 
It is apparent that we need 
corrective legislation. There is a 
rush on now in Congress to do 
something about these problems 
but it would be folly to accept a 
proposal that would do even 
more harm to the election 
process. 
Thus, we find reason to oppose 
the 
so-called 
“ campaign 
reform” bill, known as HR 12015 
now moving through Congress. 
Even though the present law is 
weighted in big labor’s favor, 
the measure now up for passage 
would give the labor bosses 
almost 
virtual 
control 
of 
American politics. We mustn’t 
let this happen. 
Columnist 
Victor 
Riesel 
estimates that big labor spent 
more than $50 million in 1968 in 
its unsuccessful effort to elect 
Hubert 
Humphrey-and 
the 
actual total probably was as 
much as $90 million due to the 
union loophole as “in kind” 
contributions. Very little of that 
campaign spending ever was 
reported. 
HR 12015 would only serve to 
enlarge such loopholes and 
should be defeated. If it does 
pass the Congress a presidential 
veto is in order. The American 
people deserve real campaign 
reform and not a flim-flam 
effort that provides more 
loopholes for the big labor 
bosses.

FEDERAL SPENDING SPREE 
According 
to 
a 
world 
economic service, it is small 
wonder than an economic 
recovery is underway in the U.S. 
The government is throwing 
money around and letting if tall 
where it may. The budget deficit 
for the current year will be a 
record $75 billion. In the 200- 
year history of the U.S., budget 
deficits never even came close 
to that figure. Next year calls 
for more of the same. In the 
three fiscal years, 1975, 1976, 
and 1977 the total federal deficit 
will 
be greater than the 
cumulative deficit of the past 25 
years. 
It’s always fun to go on a 
spending spree, but the en­ 
joyment is soon forgotten when 
the bills come due. We guess 
every family has gone through 
that experience at least once. 
But the government pays no 
heed to lessons learned, even in 
the most recent past. Heavy 
budget deficits in the early 
1970’s led to the worst inflation 
in modern times. It took the 
deepest recession since the 
1930’s to bring inflation down to 
its present unsatisfactory high 
rate. The current string of 
budget deficits will inflict a 
severe burden on consumers 


ana financial markets in the 
future years. 
There are already signs of a 
rekindling of inflation. However, 
it will probably be several 
months before this is viewed as 
a 
serious 
problem again. 
Wholesale prices have been 
edging up. Labor settlements 
have been way out of line 
compared to current inflation 
levels. If the recovery picks up 
steam, it is highly probable that 
there will be an increase in 
industrial 
and 
commodity 
prices. After all, if corporations 
were able to boost prices in the 
midst 
of the 
most severe 
recession in 40 years, what is 
going to restrain them when 
demand picks up and capacity 
gets tight? 
There may well be that world­ 
wide forces will lead to a serious 
new round of inflation in 1977 
and beyond. 
The European 
economy has been much slower 
in recovering from the recession 
than the United States. But there 
has already been a smart pickup 
in business in Germany, and 
France and other key countries 
are now beginning to snap out of 
it. As the United States recovery 
gains momentum, U.S. imports 
from Europe, and other coun­ 
tries producing raw materials, 
will rise. This in turn will 
stimulate demand in 
these 
countries and help feed the 
recovery already underway. So 
you can see that if the business 
recovery maintains its present 
pace, we will be right back on 


inflation’s doorstep before too 
many months have passed. 
The question that candidates 
for Congress and the Presidency 
would rather not hear at this 
time:

Climate Changes Concern Soviets 
by Jack Anderson 
with Let Whitten 


WASHINGTON - The Soviet 
Union has been spurred by a US. 
intelligence report to launch an 
urgent study of global climate 
changes. 
The Central Intelligence Agen­ 
cy warned in a 1974 report of the 
possibility of “a detrimental 
global climatic change." Point­ 
ing out that “the stability of most 
nations is based on a dependable 
source of food,” the report 
declares tersely: “This stability 
will not be possible under the 
new climatic era.” 
The CIA quoted even more 
alarm ing language from a 
University of Wisconsin forecast 
that “the earth’s climate is 
returning to ... an era of drought, 
famine and political wrest in 
the western world.” 
A CIA spokesman tried to 
downplay the doomsday report. 
“It’s really a view of one author," 
he told us. “It’s not really an offi­ 
cial piece of finished CIA in­ 
telligence.” 
Yet American scientists were 
astonished to learn during a visit 
to the Soviet Union earlier this 
year that the Soviets took the 
CIA report seriously. They or­ 
dered their own experts to in­ 
vestigate what is happening to 
the weather. 
This came out during a 
bilateral Soviet-American dis­ 
cussion of environmental prob­ 
lems. One of the American scien­ 
tists, Dr. Edward Epstein, kept 


careful notes. He summarized 
them last month in a memo to 
the Commerce Department 
“It appears that the GA report 
on climate attracted a good bit 
of attention in the Soviet Union," 
reports Dr. Epstein’s memo. 
“Upon reading the dire projec­ 
tions contained in the report, 
Soviet authorities asked what 
was happening climatologically 


“It, therefore, appears that one 
result of the GA study, under­ 
taken in the first instance 
because the GA felt the conven­ 
tional agencies in the United 
States were not doing very much 
in studying and measuring cli­ 
mate fluctuations, ... (was to in­ 
crease) the Soviet effort in this 
area while the U.S. effort re­ 
mains essentially unchanged.” 
The Soviet weather study was 
directed primarily by Dr. M.I. 
Budyko, who is described in the 
CIA report itself as “an eminent 
Soviet climatological theoreti- 
ciaa” Epstein conferred with 
Budyko in Russia and learned 
that the Soviet scientist is “firmly 
convinced that a rapid climatic 
warming is occuring.” 
His conclusion is that “drought 
conditions in the continental mid 
and high latitude will accom­ 
pany the higher temperatures.” 
This would mean dangerous 
droughts and crop failures in 
both America and Russia, as 
well as other jfood-producing na­ 


tions. 
Our associate Jim Grady ques­ 
tioned Epstein about his own 
views. “There has been dis­ 
agreement on what’s happen­ 
ing," he said, “let alone what will 
happen.” 
Many climate experts, includ­ 
ing Budyko and Epstein, believe 
the increase in carbon dioxide in 
the earth’s atmosphere is caus­ 
ing a change in climate. This in­ 
crease can be attributed to 
man’s growing use of fossil fuels. 
Burning fossil fuels creates 
carbon dioxide, which acts as 
global insulation. This creates a 
greenhouse effect, warming the 
earth and causing drought con­ 
ditions. 
Belated Shakeups: It has 
taken 18 months, but the embat­ 
tled Drug Enforcement Admin­ 
istration is finally going through 
a shakeup. 
We wrote a series of columns 
beginning January 16, 1975, 
about personnel and policy prob­ 
lems at the agency. Subse­ 
quently, the Senate Investiga­ 
tions Subcommittee also began 
probing the DEA. 
For much of the time, DEA 
headquarters in downtown 
Washington took on the at­ 
mosphere of a wartime bunker. 
The top officials spent most of 
their time returning the salvos 
from the press and the Senate. 
Former DEA chief John Bar­ 
tels resigned under fire. His tem­ 
porary successor, Henry Dogin, 
made an heroic effort to hold the 
agency together. But little in the 
way of permanent change was 
accomplished. 
The new DEA boss, Peter Ben- 
singer, has made a start at 
changing things. Bensinger has 
demonstrated his administrative 
competence within the sharply 
restricted guidelines of govern­ 
ment hiring and firing regula­ 
tions. Bensinger is also changing 
the agency. Here’s what has hap­ 


pened over the past few months: 
that have marred the anti­ 
drug efforts. Customs and Im­ 
migration officials are now 
working at DEA headquarters 
and at the El Paso, Tex., office. 
This assures closer coordination 
of narcotics intelligence gather­ 
ing. 
— An interagency agreement 
has just been signed between the 
Internal Revenue Service and 
DEA. A confidential list of well 
over 300 names of suspected 
drug traffickers has been for­ 
warded to the taxman for in­ 
vestigation. Since many of these 
top drug dealers have managed 
to keep themselves insulated 
from narcotics deals, DEA hopes 
they may be guilty of failure to 
pay taxes on their huge incomes. 
— Vincent Promuto, the 
former Washington Redskins 
football star who once served as 
DEA’s top public spokesman, 
has been fired. The Justice 
Department is investigating 
allegations that he may have 
submitted fraudulent vouchers. 
— Nelson Coon, the agency’s 
top management official, has 
been disciplined for alleged “bad 
judgement.’’ His suspension 
without pay resulted from his 
misleading the General Ac­ 
counting Office during its in­ 
vestigation of DEA’s hiring prac­ 
tices. 
— Eleven other senior officials 
have been transferred or 
reassigned, some of them to less 
important jobs. 
— By confidential cable sent 
worldwide, Bensinger ordered 
strict adherence to new legal 
guidelines on DEA’s role abroad 
The law prohibits DEA agents 
from engaging in direct police 
actions in any foreign country. 
The result? Bensinger expects 
a reduction in heroin availability 
on American streets early next 
year. 

- A 
national Labor Chief's opinioin

WASHINGTON, D C. - When 
my old friend Victor Riesel asks 
me to do a guest column, I think 
back to the days when he was 
earning his reputation as a 
courageous labor reporter and I 
was cutting my teeth as a labor 
organizer. 
In those days, the leading 
press critic in New York City 
was a man named A. J. Leibling. 
If there were a way to force 
every journalist in the land 
(including Victor Riesel) to re­ 
read Leibling, I’d be all for it. 
“There is no concept more 
generally 
cherished 
by 
publishers than that of the 
Undeserving Poor,” Leibling 
wrote in 1947. Then - as now - 
the newspapers were filled with 
reports 
of welfare mothers 
living off the fat of the land on 
the taxpayers' money. But, as 
Leibling noted, if there is one 
myth more cherished than the 
“undeserving poor," it is the 
“deserving rich.” Stories about 
a wealthy individual or a giant 
corporation bilking the public 
appear on page 78 of the Sunday 
paper. 
I love newspapers, but I’m 
scared to death of what might 
happen if people actually 
believed them. Over the last few 
years, the “undeserving poor” 
have kept making their ap­ 
pearances in the media (in­ 
cluding Victor Riesel’s column). 
They’ve been joined by “the 
overpaid worker” -- especially 
the pampered public employe 
who’s living it up on less than 
$10,000 a year, while his older 
brother retires in luxury on 
Social Security and a $3,000 
pension. 
Who’s really ripping off the 
taxpayer? Is it the recipient of 
social services - and that’s all of 
us, but especially the unem­ 
ployed, the impoverished, the 
handicapped, the elderly, the 
ailing and the very young? Is it 
the worker who provides public 
services, such as cleaning the 
streets, inspecting milk and 
meat, 
purifying 
the 
water 
supply, providing health care 
and expediting unemployment 
benefits? Or are the real culprits 
some more fortunate people and 
businesses who don't appear as 
often in the headlines and on the 
6 o'clock news? 
Health 
care 
costs, 
for 
example, are rising at an 
astronomical rate -- higher than 
other items in the cost of living. 
Medical services soak up at 
least 7 per cent of the nation’s 
wealth, even though America 
lacks the comprehensive system 
of health care found in Great 
Britain, West Germany, Sweden 
and other advanced industrtial 
democracies. 
When 
the 
problem 
of 
skyrocketing health care costs 
has been discussed in the press, 
the emphasis has been on in­ 
creasing demand by recipients 
of Medicare, Medicaid and other 
services. Or hospital spokesmen 
have been quoted on the in­ 
creases in health care workers’ 
earnings 
from 
the 
un­ 
conscionably low levels of the 
past to the modest but adequate 
levels 
that 
unions 
have 
negotiated in some major cities. 


“Follow the money” was the 
watchword for Carl Bernstein 
and Bob Woodward when they 
tracked down the men behind 
Watergate. This rule would be a 
worthy guideline for journalists 
searching for the real culprits 
behind skyrocketing health care 
costs. The money trail leads 
first to high-paid professionals, 
like practicing physicians, 
whose 
average 
income 
ap­ 
proaches $50,000, and clinical 
Pathologists, 
who 
earn 
a 
staggering $200,000 a year. It 
leads to overpaid hospital ad­ 
m in istrato rs, 
overbedded 
hospitals, and the insurance and 
pharmaceutical 
companies, 
which are earning record profits. 
With the $32.4-billion-a-year 
Medicare program, the litany of 
waste, abuse, mistreatment and 
even outright theft would fill 
several volumes. According to 
U.S. News and World Report, 
corrupt practices may cost as 
much as $1 in every $10 spent on 
a program whose original -- and 
worthy -- purpose was to aid 
indigent and elderly patients. 
Grand juries in New York, 
Illinois, 
Massachusetts, 
New 
Jersey, Ohio and other states 
are investigating abuses such as 
bill 
padding, kickbacks and 
unnecessary treatment. 
Corrupt doctors, pharmacists, 
laboratories and health care 
facilities are responsible for 
these abuses, as even the con­ 
servative U.S. News and World 
Report acknowledges. After all, 
they're in a better position than 
elderly patients or $8,000-a-year 
hospital workers to pad bills, 
kick back laboratory fees and 
embezzle 
Medicare 
reim ­ 
bursements 


The costliest abuses of all 
occur in private nursing homes, 
many of which receive public 
funds to care for 
patients 
discharged from local hospitals. 
A U .S. Senate subcommittee has 
concluded that there are no 
standards of decency in the 
industry despite - or more likely 
because of - the $7.5 billion in 
Medicare and Medicaid funds 
that pour into the coffers of 
nursing home operators each 
year. 
In New York state, the federal 
Department 
of 
Health, 
Education and Welfare has 
moved to deny Medicare funds 
to 69 nursing homes that violate 
minimal 
standards. 
Nursing 
home 
magnate 
Bernard 
Bergman has been charged with 
substandard 
care, 
excessive 
payments 
for 
supplies, 
nepotistic hiring practices and 
fraudulent ownership changes in 
his facilities. 
The gruesome spectacle of 
profiteers speculating on human 
misery 
should 
convince 
America that health care is too 
important to be entrusted to 
unregulated private businesses. 
But the same pattern of sub­ 
standard services and excessive 
charges prevails in other public 
services - from child care to 
street cleaning - that have been 
farmed out to profitmaking 
companies. In social programs 
entrusted to private businesses 
or 
administered 
by 
public 
agencies without the proper 
accountability, 
high-paid 
professionals 
and 
outside 
companies have ripped off the 
taxpayers’ money. 
This story is well worth 
reporting - and it has not 
received 
the 
coverage 
it 
deserves. It is part of the case 
for reforming social services - 
for 
building 
in 
good 
management, cost controls and 
public accountability. But rip- 
offs by the privileged are no 
reason to deny services to the 
needy or decency to the men and 
women who provide these 
services.

ADDING INSULT 
TO INJURY 
Prime Minister Pierre Elliott Trudeau of Canada has 
attempted to explain the reasons why his government 
refused to allow the athletes from the Republic of China 
to participate in the Summer Olympics. 
“How would you Americans like it,” he asked rather 
pathetically, "if some small group were to go to the 
Island of Puerto Rico and then claim that they were the 
United States of America? You wouldn’t like it one bit.” 
This lame excuse only adds insult to injury. In the first 
place, the “you” in “wouldn’t like it” is, in this case the 
dictatorship of Red China. Naturally, Dictators have no 
liking for the Free Chinese. But this does not justify his 
disgraceful discrimination against the Free Chinese. It is 
up to the Olympic Committee; not Trudeau, to decide 
who may participate in the competition. 
Secondly, supposing that we did, indeed, suffer the fate 
of the people of China, and our mainland USA was totally 
controlled by a dictatorship that suppressed opposition, 
and took over control of our lives, schools, colleges, 
newspapers, radio and tv media — and destroyed 
freedom of speech. Let us suppose that farms were 
seized, the people were forced off their land and out of 
their homes into huge, barracks - like “communes” with 
the overseer — or slavemaster, if you will — forcing 
people to work from dawn to dark, in return for which the 
government would provide everything that slaves once 
were given: “free” housing, “free” food, “free” medical 
care and even a “free” burial. 
Then, supposing 15 million Americans managed to 
escape to a convenient island, and that they took with 
them the flag, the Constitution, the laws, the freedoms 
and the liberties we now enjoy. And on their refugee 
island they were free to own property, to buy and sell and 
trade with other nations and to prosper. 
How, indeed, Mr. Trudeau, would the unfortunate 
captives on mainland USA feel? Would not we be grateful 
that some of our people had managed to escape and 
salvage the free spirit of our country and to preserve its 
heritage? Would not our people risk their very lives to 
escape from captive America and flee to the freedom of 
our country in exile? And would we not pray that they 
would some day return, together with the freedom that 
had been taken from us by force? 
We most certainly would — even as the Chinese captive 
people do today. 
If Mr. Trudeau doesn’t know how we Americans would 
feel if we were enslaved by Communism, then he is much 
more stupid than we thought.

The ruling gives the wealthy 
candidate a constitutional right 
to buy an election by spending 
unlimited amounts from h is 
own pocket, while others must 
raise funds under the applicable 
contribution limits 
The 
court's 
decision 
also 
perm its contributors to spend 
unlimited amounts on behalf of 
specific candidates as long as 
they do not coordinate such 
expenditures 
with 
the 
can 
didates' own campaign com ­ 
m ittees 
The Supreme Court's rejec­ 
tion 
of 
limitations 
on 
ex­ 
penditures by candidates and 
independent 
individuals 
and 
groups 
has 
m agnified 
the 
inequities that exist under the 


law between classes of can­ 
didates 
On 
the 
one 
hand, 
wealthy 
candidates 
or 
can­ 
didates having the support of 
well-organized, 
well-financed 
political action groups, such as 
the AFL-CIO’s Committee on 
Political Education, can now 
spend unlimited sums in the 
promotion of their candidates. 
On the other hand, candidates 
w ithout 
p riv ate 
m eans 
or 
without support of such groups 
are limited to contributions that 
m ay not exceed $1,000 from

Wholesale 
prices 
have been 
edging up. Labor settlements 
have been way out of line 
com pared to current inflation 
levels. If the recovei-y picks up 
steam , it is highly probable that 
there will be an increase in

prices. After all, if corporations 
were able to boost prices in the 
midst 
of

recession in 40 years, what is 
going to restrain them when 
demand picks up and capacity 
gets tight? 
There may well be that world­ 
wide forces will lead to a serious 
new round of inflation in 1977 
and 
beyond. 
The 
European 
economy has been much slower 
in recovering from the recession 
than the United States. But there 
has already been a sm art pickup 
in business in Germany, and 
France and other key countries 
are now beginning to snap out of 
it. As the United States recovery 
gains momentum, U.S. imports 
from Europe, and other coun­ 
tries producing raw m aterials, 
will rise. 
This in turn will 
stim ulate 
demand 
in 
these 
countries and help feed the 
recovery already underway. So 
you can see that if the business 
recovery m aintains its present 
pace, we will be right back on

Climate Changes Concern Soviets

WASHINGTON - The Soviet 
Union has been spurred by a U S, 
intelligence report to launch an 
urgent study of global climate 
changes 
The Central Intelligence Agen­ 
cy warned in a 1974 report of the 
possibility of ‘‘a detrim ental 
global clim atic change" Point­ 
ing out that “the stability of must 
nations is bast'd on a dependable 
source of food,’’ the report 
declares tersely ‘T his stability 
will not be possible under the 
new clim atic era " 
The CIA quoted even more 
a la rm in g la n g u a g e from a 
University of Wisconsin forecast 
that "the earth's clim ate is 
returning t o . an era of draught, 
famine and political inrest in 
the western w orld’’ 
A CIA spokesman tried to 
downplay the doomsday report 
“It’s really a view of one author," 
he told us “It’s not really an offi­ 
cial piece of finished CIA in­ 
telligence" 
Yet American scientists were 
astonished to learn during a visit 
to the Soviet Union earlier this 
year that the Soviets took the 
CIA report seriously. They or­ 
dered their own experts to in­ 
vestigate what is happening to 
the weather 
T his c a m e out during a 
bilateral Soviet-American dis­ 
cussion of environmental prob 
lem s One of the American scien­ 
tists, Dr Edward Epstein, kept 


careful notes He summarized 
them last month in a m emo to 
the Commerce Department 
“It appears that the CIA report 
on clim ate attracted a good bit 
of attention in the Soviet Union,” 
reports Dr 
Epstein's m em o 
“Upon reading the dire projec­ 
tions contained in the report, 
Soviet authorities asked what

“It, therefore, appears that one 
result of the CIA study, under­ 
tak en in the first in stan ce

D C - When 
my old friend Victor Riesel asks 
me to do a guest column, I think

BLOOMFIELD — The use of a 
"lay-by” application of her­ 
bicides for late season weed 
control in cotton fields will 
probably

paying 
proposition in many cases this 
season. 
A heavy weed in­ 
festation can reduce cotton 
yields, increase harvest losses, 
and result in the cotton being 
reduced in grade which can 
amount to a sizeable reduction 
in 
profits. 
The 
“ lay-by” 
chemical treatment will do 
much to reduce such losses 
under certain conditions. 
Much of the cotton in this area 
is smaller than usual at present, 


and skippy cotton stands are 
found in a number of fields. In 
such cases where cotton will not 
shade the row and middles soon 
after lay-by time, the lay-by 
chemical applications will 
usually pay good dividends. In 
addition, profitable returns can 
usually be expected in cases of 
heavy rainfall, in fields where 
irrigation is practiced, or where 
weeds are usually a problem. It 
should be emphasized that late 
weed infestations cannot always 
be predicted at lay-by time.

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Bootheel weather outlook is wet 
Collins Dairy hosts jersey breeders

PORTAGEVILLE— The average monthly weather outlook 
anttdpatea near normal temperature average and above median 
rainfall for the Missouri Bootheel during August It would appear 
that sufficient interchange of cool and warm air will occur across the 
region to bring temperatures averages into the seasonal range 
without the monotony of prolonged heat and humidity. 
These variations are likely to be brought about by fronts 
responsible for rain totals greater than the August norm. Con­ 
siderable variation was noted in July thunderstorm rains, and we 
will look for similar patterns this month. The daily extended 
outlooks remain the best indicators of the frequency and duration of 
wetting periods. 
Most sections of die Bootheel felt some period of water stress 
during July. The bulk of rainfall in the Portageville area was in the 
gage by the 4th of the month. Other sections with substantially 
greater totals were visited by heavy showers late in the month. 
July rainfall reported by National Weather Service agricultural 
stations was: Malden, 2.23 inches; Poplar Bluff, 3.40; Sikeston, 4.50; 
Charleston, 5.77; Portageville ,4.45; Kennett, 5.89; East Prairie, 
8.77; and Caruthersville, 9.12 inches. These compare with a July 
normal of 3.11 inches. 
The monthly average temperature at Portageville was 79.1 
degrees, compared with a Bootheel Division normal of 79.7. 
These figures alone offer no conclusive evidence to the fate of 
southeast Missouri crops. One estimate is that cotton is about two 
and a half weeks behind normal growth patterns, with much of that 
due to delay at planting and slow progress through emergence and 
fljgriHng stages. But, with die crop out of phase with its usual cycle, 
ip«tolling effects of weather trends with normal response is rather 
impractical. 
For example, the following table shows weekly average tem­ 
perature and rainfall for the Portageville area, as well as potential 
consumptive use of water by several crops computed for Normal 
Bootheel temperature. These values assume that plant mass is 
consistent with usual development. 
Crops lagging by a week or so would be demanding somewhat 
lesser amount of water. But, in any event, the average weekly

In sections where rainfall has been adequate to excess so far, 
cotton farmers might prefer a dry outlook to prevent vegetative 
growth spurred by rains. 
Soybeans, also behind in many sections by a week or two, are more 
likely to make good use of all die water it takes to prevent stressing. 
The nature of distribution of wetting during the month is not 
disclosed in the outlook. The daily extended outlooks will be best 
advance guidance to frequency, areal coverage and volume of rain. 
Edward Kowalski, Bootheel area entomology specialist at the 
University of Missouri Delta Center, indicates that cod and wet 
periods may aggravate the bollworm problem, reducing ef­ 
fectiveness of natural controls by beneficial insects. He adds that 
plant bvga have remained in weeds that remain vigorous and were 
not moving into the crops by early August This would be another 
factor to watch as the month unfolds. 
Late grain sorghum, not yet mature, may be subject to heavy 
pressures from midge populations budding up in older crops. 
Kowalski, or an area agronomy specialist, should be consulted 
should problems develop. 
Normal August rainfall for the Bootheel as a whole is 3.11 inches. 
Normals for individual cities are: 
Advance, 3.48; Caruthersvide, 2.77; Dexter, 3.42; Morehouse, 3.27; 
Parma, 3.13; Sikeston, 3.04; Cape Girardeau, 3.77; Clearwater Dam, 
3.14; Doniphan, 3.37; New WMadrid, 2.96; Poplar Bluff, 2.93; and 
Wappapello Dam, 3.39. 
Long-term records show the following averages for August 
rainfall Un months with above normal totals: Sikeston, 5.72 inches;

Livestock producers are 
urged to let pastures rest 


USDA adopts policy to retain 
‘prim e’ land from non-ag uses 


With top dressing costs run­ 
ning near $20 an acre, most 
livestock producers will have to 
manage their pasture systems 
better in 
order to keep 
production costs in line. 
Of course, all pastures need an 
adequate fertility program, but 
fertilizer alone is not enough. 
Rest and reovery periods make 
grass more productive and it 
lives a lot longer. 
Most pastures get caught in 
the squeeze when the top is 
always grazed down and the 
roots never develop to get the 
maximum use of the applied 
topdressing. It takes a big, 
healthy root system to provide 


vigorous top growth. 
A good pasture takes several 
separately fenced areas. One 
with good grass already grown 
can be grazed while the others 
rest and recover. When grass in 
another area has grown up, the 
livestock are shifted to it to rest 
the first pasture. 
These rest periods allow 
strong root systems to develop. 
Strong roots utilize natural and 
applied nutrients, thus a faster 
growing, more productive plant 
A poorly managed pasture 
may be unproductive due to 
killing out the stand, spot 
grazing, 
increased 
internal 
parasite infestation and excess 


trampling. A combination of 
these conditions leads to water 
loss and erosion. 
Good, well-managed grass 
reduces water runoff and soil 
loss to a minimum, while 
utilizing available nutrients to 
the maximum.

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Bootheel weather outlook is wet 
Collins Dairy hosts jersey breeders

PORTAGEVILLE— The average monthly weather outlook 
anticipates near normal temperature average and above median 
rainfall for the Missouri Bootheel during August. It would appear 
that sufficient interchange of cool and warm air will occur across the 
region to bring temperatures averages into the seasonal range 
without the monotony of prolonged heat and humidity. 
These variations are likely to be brought about by fronts 
responsible for rain totals greater than the August norm. Con­ 
siderable variation was noted in July thunderstorm rains, and we 
will look for similar patterns this month. The daily extended 
outlooks remain the best indicators of the frequency and duration of 
wetting periods. 
Most sections of the Bootheel felt some period of water stress 
during July. The bulk of rainfall in the Portageville area was in the 
gage by the 4th of the month. Other sections with substantially 
greater totals were visited by heavy showers late in the month. 
July rainfall reported by National Weather Service agricultural 
stations was: Malden, 2.23 inches; Poplar Bluff, 3.40, Sikeston, 4.50; 
Charleston, 5.77; Portageville ,4.45; Kennett, 5.89; East Prairie, 
8.77; and Caruthersville, 9.12 inches. These compare with a July 
normal of 3.11 inches. 
The monthly average temperature at Portageville was 79.1 
degrees, compared with a Bootheel Division normal of 79.7. 
These figures alone offer no conclusive evidence to the fate of 
southeast Missouri crops. One estimate is that cotton is about two 
and a half weeks behind normal growth patterns, with much of that 
due to delay at planting and slow progress through emergence and 
seedling stages. But, with the crop out of phase with its usual cycle, 
matching effects of weather trends with normal response is rather 
impractical. 
For example, the following table shows weekly average tem­ 
perature and rainfall for the Portageville area, as well as potential 
consumptive use of water by several crops computed for Normal 
Bootheel temperature. These values assume that plant mass is 
consistent with usual development. 
Crops lagging by a week or so would be demanding somewhat 
lesser amount of water. But, in any event, the average weekly 
rainfall indicated for August will fall short of need, and crops will

Farm loans total $33 billion 


WASHINGTON, D.C. - Loans 
made to farmers and farmer 
cooperatives totaled $33 billion 
during the year ending June 30, 
according to figures released by 
the 
Farm 
Credit 
Administration. 
The $33 billion in loans made 
represents an 8.6 per cent in­ 
crease from the $30.4 billion in 
loans made the previous year. 
Loans outstanding through the 
system totaled $34.9 billion June 
30, a 16.7 per cent increase from 
the $29.9 billion of a year earlier. 
The lending institutions of the 
Farm Credit System include the 
Federal Land Banks, which 
make long- term loans through 
local Federal Land Bank 
Associations; 
Federal Inter­ 
mediate Credit Banks, which 
provide loan funds for local 
Production Credit Associations, 
the system’s short- and in­ 
termediate- term lenders; and 
the Banks for Cooperatives, 


which 
finance 
farmer 
cooperatives. The Farm Credit 
Administration is an indepen­ 
dent 
federal 
agency which 
supervises the system. 
W. M. Harding, governor of 
FCA, said the 8.6 per cent in­ 
crease in loans made represents 
a return to a more normal 
lending pattern compared to the 
early 1970’s when yearly loan 
increases reached as high as 40 
per cent. Harding attributed the 
moderation in loan demand to 
such factors as a less optimistic 
attitude among farmers last 
year toward income levels this 
year, fewer sales of farms and a 
greater commitment of funds to 
agriculture by other lenders. 
Harding said the system’s 
lending experience has been 
that “farmers use credit to a 
greater extent when they are 
optimistic over farm income 
prospects than when they are 
uncertain over the future. Last 


year’s lending patterns bear this 
out,” he said, “as farmers, 
expecting lower prices, became 
less expansion minded.”

lation and growth" has lessen 
ed earlier worries of migration 
to cities in most areas 
"Instead, rural leaders are 
asking how they can best devel­ 
op their communities to accom­ 
modate the growing number of 
young as well as olderpeople 
who are choosing to remain in 
rural areas or move to them,” 
he said.

W. M. Harding, governor of 
FCA, said the 8.6 per cent in­ 
crease in loans made represents 
a return to a more normal 
lending pattern compared to the 
early 1970’s when yearly loan 
increases reached as high as 40 
per cent. Harding attributed the 
moderation in loan demand to 
such factors as a less optimistic 
attitude among farmers last 
year toward income levels this 
year, fewer sales of farms and a 
greater commitment of funds to 
agriculture by other lenders. 
Harding said the system’s 
lending experience has been 
that "farm ers use credit to a 
greater extent when they are 
optimistic over farm income 
prospects than when they are 
uncertain over the future. Last

CBS sports producer Ed Goren 
wins trips to Mt. Ranier & Everest 


Ask Ed Goren of CBS Sports how he got to co-produce 
the American Bicentennial Everest Expedition for 
“CBS Sports Spectacular” and he’ll rattle off a wild tale 
of racing Barry Frank, Vice President of CBS Sports, 
around the Central Park Reservoir in New York City, 
then making a mad dash by foot, cab and jet to Seattle, 
Wash., and finally camping out on a Mt. Rainier glacier 
at 6,3000 feet as a dry run for a climb up Mt. Everest. 
And it all happened in the course of four hectic days. 
Goren first heard of the Everest expedition on June 
20. Like this, he recounts: “Barry Frank, Clarence 
Cross, Director of Sports, and Joan Richman, 
Executive Producer of ‘CBS Sports Spectacular,’ asked 
me about producing three ten- minute segments and an 
hour- long special based on the climb, which will be 
broadcast on the CBS Television Network at times and 
dates to be announced. Then they asked me what kind 
of shape I was in. I couldn’t recall anything I had 
recently done that was physically strenuous, aside from 
playing a few rounds of golf.” 
Frank asked Goren, “How fast do you run the mile?,” 
and volunteered to meet him in Central Park bright and 
early the next morning for a run around the reservoir. 
At this point, Goren began to wonder what he was 
getting himself in to, knowing that Frank makes that 
run every day. “I fleetingly considered having a friend 
or two pose as muggers so I wouldn’t have to run too 
far, but finally I decided to let nature take its course.” 
Acquitting himself nobly on the track, Goren 
diplomatically let his boss win by 20 lengths. When he 
came into the office, after the “Great Reservoir Race,” 
Cross was waiting to send him on another endurance 
run -- cross- country -- to meet mountaineers Phil 
Trimble, Rick Ridgeway, Dan Emmett, Chris Chandler 
and Arlene Blum in Seattle. The climbers were to scale 
Mt. Rainer that w eekend 
and Goren would be ac­ 


companying them up the mountain. The next 22 hours 
were a blur of telephone calls, cabs, jets and shopping 
sprees in Seattle. “My wife is still in a state of shock,” 
Goren says. 


By Sunday afternoon, he and the climbers were 
dining on dehydrated shrimp creole atop Mt. Rainer’s 
6,300 - foot Liberty glacier. The 12- mile hike was not as 
painful as he thought it would be: “I just didn’t look up 
(I didn’t want to see how far I had climbed), didn’t look 
back (I didn’t want to see how far I still had to go) and 
iust looked at the feet of the person in front of me. ’ ’ 
Goren was struck by the solitude on the glacier, and 
that night he was amazed at the millions of stars visible 
in the sky. “A New Yorker doesn’t even see that many 
stars in the Hayden Planetarium,” he says. 
It was an uneventful climb down the mountain, and he 
later met the rest of the party on the other side of Mt. 
Rainier after they had reached the summit. 
Goren will accompany the American Bicentennial 
Everest Expedition to the mountain, and will climb 
some 18,000 feet to the Khumbu Icefall. He’ll leave the 
team there, returning to the United States with the film 
shot up to that point. As he prepares shooting schedules 
and irons out production problems for the expedition, 
Goren foresees one small problem. “Barry wasn’t able 
to tell me how I get back down from the Icefall! ” 
Goren came to CBS NEWS in December 1969 from 
WTVJ-TV, the CBS affiliate in Miami, where he was a 
news reporter and producer. He joined CBS Sports in 
October 1975, and has produced a number of features 
for CBS Sports and “CBS Sports Spectacular,” in­ 
cluding the Ali-Coopman fight, Jack Whitaker’s trip to 
Cuba with the Cuban Pan American Team, Jack 
Whitaker’s report from the Winter Olympics, in Inn­ 
sbruck, Austria, and several Phyllis George features.

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CBS sports producer Ed Goren 
wins trips to Mt. Ranier & Everest 


Ask Ed Goren of CBS Sports how he got to co-produce 
the American Bicentennial Everest Expedition for 
“ CBS Sports Spectacular ” and he’ll rattle off a wild tale 
of racing Barry Frank. Vice President of CBS Sports, 
around the Central Park Reservoir in New York City, 
then making a mad dash by foot, cab and jet to Seattle, 
Wash., and finally camping out on a Mt. Rainier glacier 
at 6,3000 feet as a dry run for a climb up Mt. Everest. 
And it all happened in the course of four hectic days 
Goren first heard of the Everest expedition on June 
20. Like this, he recounts: “ Barry Frank, Clarence 
Cross, 
Director 
of Sports, 
and 
Joan 
Richman, 
Executive Producer of ‘CBS Sports Spectacular,’ asked 
me about producing three ten- minute segments and an 
hour- long special based on the climb, which will be 
broadcast on the CBS Television Network at times and 
dates to be announced. Then they asked me what kind 
of shape I was in. I couldn’t recall anything I had 
recently done that was physically strenuous, aside from 
playing a few rounds of golf.” 
Frank asked Goren, “ How fast do you run the mile?,“ 
and volunteered to meet him in Central Park bright and 
early the next morning for a run around the reservoir. 
At this point, Goren began to wonder what he was 
getting himself in to, knowing that Frank makes that 
run every day. “ I fleetingly considered having a friend 
or two pose as muggers so I wouldn’t have to run too 
far, but finally 1 decided to let nature take its course.” 
Acquitting himself nobly on 
the track, Goren 
diplomatically let his boss win by 20 lengths. When he 
came into the office, after the "Great Reservoir Race,” 
Cross was waiting to send him on another endurance 
run -- cross- country -- to meet mountaineers Phil 
Trimble, Rick Ridgeway, Dan Emmett, Chris Chandler 
and Arlene Blum in Seattle. The climbers were to scale 
Mt Rainer that we*»ko"d anH G o re n would be ac­ 


companying them up the mountain. The next 22 hours 
were a blur of telephone calls, cabs, jets and shopping 
sprees in Seattle. “ My wife is still in a state of shock,” 
Goren says. 


By Sunday afternoon, he and the climbers were 
dining on dehydrated shrimp creole atop Mt. Rainer’s 
6,300 - foot Liberty glacier. The 12- mile hike was not as 
painful as he thought it would be: “ I just didn’t look up 
( I didn’t want to see how far I had climbed), didn’t look 
back (I didn’t want to see how far I still had to go) and 
iust looked at the feet of the person in front of me." 


Goren was struck by the solitude on the glacier, and 
that night he was amazed at the millions of stars visible 
in the sky. “ A New Yorker doesn’t even see that many 
stars in the Hayden Planetarium,” he says. 
It was an uneventful climb down the mountain, and he 
later met the rest of the party on the other side of Mt. 
Rainier after they had reached the summit. 
Goren will accompany the American Bicentennial 
Everest Expedition to the mountain, and will climb 
some 18,000 feet to the Khumbu Icefall. He’ll leave the 
team there, returning to the United States with the film 
shot up to that point As he prepares shooting schedules 
and irons out production problems for the expedition, 
Goren foresees one small problem. “ Barry wasn’t able 
to tell me how I get back down from the Icefall! ” 
Goren came to CBS N EW S in December 1969 from 
WTVJ-TV, the CBS affiliate in Miami, where he was a 
news reporter and producer. He joined CBS Sports in 
October 1975, and has produced a number of features 
for CBS Sports and “ CBS Sports Spectacular,” in­ 
cluding the Ali-Coopman fight, Jack Whitaker’s trip to 
Cuba with the Cuban Pan American Team, Jack 
Whitaker’s report from the Winter Olympics, in Inn­ 
sbruck.
